As an answer to the impression 
which seems to exist that all the 
public lands of any value have 
long ago been taken up, Secretary 
Lane, in an advance 
statement 
from his annual r«*port, calls a t­ 
tention to the fael 
that 
since 
March 4, 1913, settlers have mad«* 
♦‘Fit ry on nearly 20,(XX),0(H) aer«*s 
ot public lands—an area equal to 
thai of Connecticut, 
Massachus­ 
e t t s , New Hampshire and New 
Jersey combined. During the same 
period practically as much more 
coal and other mineral land of the 
West has been examined in detail 
in 40-acre tracts by the G«*ologieal 
Survey, and most of it has been 
thrown open to settlement or pur­ 
chase. 
Some of these lands, such 
as those which include workable 
deposits of phosphate or oil, are 
still withdrawn pending suitable 
legislation for their disposal or 
use. 
Another important activity 
in public land 
classification to 
which the Secretary calls atten­ 
tion is the designation of lands 
for entry as “ enlarged” or 320- 
aere 
homesteads. 
Designations 
under this law* approved by* him 
cover 33,453,056 acres.

At a meeting of thc represent­ 
atives of the Texas Brokers’ As­ 
sociation and the Farmers' Union 
in Dallas recently, co-operative 
plans were adopted whereby the 
men who grow the cotton and 
the men who finance it will re­ 
new their efforts to hold the pres­ 
ent crop for better prices and to 
diversify the planting next year. 
Mr. W. D. Lewis, President of 
the Farmers' Union, who repre­ 
sented that body at the meeting, 
gave out the following interview: 
“The Farmers’ Union renews 
tts entreaties to all farmers to 
hold cotton and recommends that 
the farmers who must have motl­ 
ey avail themselves of the co­ 
operation of the banker in seem­ 
ing cotton loans. 
The Union is

Too Much Free Advice. 


“T he banker in lending money 
Is giving practical co-operation 
to the farmer in holding his crop

try ” is the slogan which the new 
department of poultry husbandry 
at the A. & M. College has adopt­ 
ed. That the hen on the farm is 
one of the best and most effective 
means of swatting the high cost 
of living is the theory of the poul­ 
try department. Prof. F. W. Kaz- 
meier, newly elected instructor in 
poultry husbandry at the college 
has arrived and has taken charge 
of his work. Every student in ag­ 
riculture will be required to take 
work in poultry breeding, feed­ 
ing, management, 
diseases 
and 
their cure, egg production, pre­ 
paration for market and market­ 
ing and other phases of the poul­ 
try industry. 
The Texas farmers who manage 
their hens in the proper way may 
expect returns of from $1.00 to 
$2.75 per hen per year on an in­ 
vestment of practically nothing is 
the statement of the head of the 
poultry division. Striking exam­ 
ples of where poultry is paying, 
where cotton has proven itself a 
losing proposition are coming to 
light at the college each day.
